to buy the Presidency," a 


statement which he credited to Gov- 
ernor Cox, Mr. Hay« declared this 
amounted to a charge of conspiracy 
to betray the country.

Legislatures had to be called to se- 
cure the necessary 36 ratifications 
In all but five of the 36 states cam- 
paigni upon either the governor or 
the legislatures were necessary. 


In the first month after the pass- 


age of the amendment by Congress, 
nine Btates ratified, Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan, Ohio, New York, Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania. Massachusetts and Texas 


The three states which 
ratified 


within a few hours of each other on 
June 10, Wisconsin, Illinois and Mich- 
igan, fought for the honor of first 
place on the ratification rolls. 


Kansas, the first full suffrage state 


to act, set a new record on June 16. 
The members of Its Legislature, at 
their own suggestion, paid their ex- 
penses and met without salary In a 
special session. 
New York was the 


second state to meet especially for 
this purpose and then Texas desiring 
to he the first bouthern state to act. 


met In ipeclal seailon on June 28. 


The half marli was passed by the 


ratification on &ov, 1 of California. 


The most difficult campaigns oc- 


curred In the last few states, par- 
ticularly In New Jersey, West Vir- 
ginia and Delaware 
The opposition 


resorted to every possible device to 
defeat ratification or to substitute a 
referendum. 
In West Virginia the 


amendment was saved by one vote, 
that of Senator Bloch, who'rushed 
from California by special train to 
turn the scales.

crime of reminding the president 
his responsibility for their enfran- 
chisement and sentenced to prison 
terms ranging from thre* days to 
seven months 
These arrests were 


later declared by the District Coun 
of Appeals to have been Illegal. 


In 1«1S January 10 — Two week!

Barnes to study up on Its use anfl 
then to take charge of the precious 
supply, and already Dr. Lynn Barnes 
has used it a 'e1* times, and In one 
case where there has been time enough 
to observe, Is getting good results Di. 
C L. Moir the new doctor in charge 
of the X-Ray work has had experi- 
ence in the use of racMum, and he ana 
Dr. Lynn Barnes probably will be the 
only doctors to use it for some time

He said that from the dav when 


JIme Curie, the eminent French sci- 
entist, isolated it form pitchblende 
obtained from the mines In Austria, 
little heed was given to it, except as 
a scientific curiosity until another 
scientist had received a burn from it 
on his chest as the result of carry- 
ing a tube of It In his 
waistcoat 


pocket. 


Then th» medical profession awoke 


to the fact that it would destroy 


tissue. Hence the modern develop- 
ment of its employment in malignant 
disease. 


GIVES OFF GAS. 


Radium, which looks like a whit- 


ish powder, gives off minute explo- 
sions or bombardments, which are in- 
visible, at the rate of 300,000 per sec- 
ond, and It takes 2660 years for it 
to exhause itself. 
These explosive 


discharges form a gas and It is this 
gaseous 
emanation which is 
the 


therapeutic agent. 
There Is no rem- 


edial action In the power Itself. 


Science has divided the rays, as 


these emanations are 
called, 
into 


three classes 
They are called the 


alpha, beta and gamma rays. The 
alpha rays make up 90 per cent of 
the energy given off. but they are of 
little use in therapeutics. The beta 
rays compose nine per cent of the 
total energy and have a penetrative 
power of one centimeter. 


PENETRATE DEEPLY. 


The gamma rays, which are onb 


one per cent of the total, have a ter- 
rific penetrating power, readily go- 
ing through nine inches" of steel 


' Science has not revealed to us 


yet," said Dr. Lewis, 'whether we 
should use the beta rays at one time 
and the gamma ravs at another, or 
In combination. Also sometimes ^e 
are puzzled to know 
whether 
we 


should operate first and use radium 
afterward, or whether we should use 
radium first and then operate" 


HOW RADIUM ACTS. 


He explained the action of the ele- 


ment in this way: 


"From one to ten days after we be- 


gin radium treatment the cells of the 
growth begin to swell 
Next the nu- 


cleus of the cell, which is its repro- 
ductive center, swells. The next step 
Is the bursting of the cell, which Is 
absorbed into the blood, leaving te- 
hlnd normal scar tissue. This is the 
chain of events In the destruction of 
malignant growths by radium. 
At 


present we are trying to standardize 
our methods of treatment." 


Radium is placed In relation to the 


growth to be attacked In two wavs 
A email quantity Is either Incarcer- 
ated In a mlnnte glass tube coated 
with gold one millimeter thick, and 
drawn out to a fine needle point so 
that the tube can be plunged Into the 
tumor mass; or, the radium, or rad- 
ium emanations that have been col- 
lected, are put in a larger tube and 
laid 
on 
in 
Juxtaposition 
to 
the 


growth. 
The treatment varies in 


frequency and length, according to 
the nature of the growth and Its lo- 
cation. Some treatments last several 
hours 
It is said that they produce 


but little pain. 


In those cases In which it Is pos- 


sible to plunge the needle Into the 
growth, the greatest protection to the 
normal surrounding tissue is afford- 
ed, but every effort Is made to pro- 
tect normal tissue from burns, no 
matter which form of application Is 
employed 


ONLY TRIFLING ILL EFFECTS. 
"Radium is a specific in all super- 


ficial 
growths," 
said 
Dr. 
Lewis 


"Nowadays we are opening abdom- 
ens and appljlns it direct to Inter- 
nal growths." 


There are only trifling ill effects 


from 
treatment, the physician ex- 


plained 
Sometimes there Is a slight 


ephermal toxemia, or poisoning, from 
absorption of the disintegrated mass, 
but this I» readily overcome

Jn tha northern Canadian woods ac- 
cording to a letter received by The 
Review from John Byrne. The letter 
from Big River, Sask., dated Aug. 
11. Interesting throughout, follows: 


Down In Decatur there should be 


a couple of fellows gnashing their 
teeth in en\j. 
John Bennett and 


John Schroll were coming with us. 
fcut they allowed business to Inter- 
fere with pleasure, and as a con- 
sequence, they have missed a marvel- 
ous and memorable experience. Gen. 
F r. Wells was also coming but we 
eec by the Saskatchewan papers that 
he is on riot duty in West Frankfort. 


"PARADUE OF GAME" 


"A Paradise of Game" is the term I 


ran across first, years aga In reading 
of the African explorations of Speke 
and Stanley. I aJwa>s wanted to drop 
into such a paradise—not ta stay but 
to partake of the game. 
Till this 


trio, my ambition was never realized 


But now I know what the term 


means 
We have been living high. At 


dinner ypsterday, we had mooso meat, 
duck, par'rldge, and spruce hen to 
Bay nothing of whita fish end wall- 
eyed pike. Could anything be fairer 
thin that' 


We started from Chicago the even- 


ing of July 31. W E. Redmon. C A 
Ewing, Dr R. L Morris and I 
At 


ihe insistence of a luxurious, pros- 
pective member of the party, -who 
finally didn't come along, I had re- 
served two 
drawing 
rooms to St 


Paul parlor car seats to Winnipag 
and a compartment and lowers to 
Prince Albert. 


REDMON OBJECTS 


"Don't let this get out on me" be- 


seeched Mr Redmon after we were 
safely in our drawing rooms. 
"It 


•would ruin me with the sports back 
home." So that Redmon may not be 
ruined, I hereby declare that he had 
roth'ng to do with the reservations 
on the trip. 


It took us from Saturday e\eninz 


to Wednesday afternoon to reach Big 
Ruer. the northern terminal of the 
Canadian 
National 
railroads. 
At 


Hudson Bay Junction, half way be- 
tween Winnipeg and Big River, s, line 
branches off toward Hudson Bay At 
present it runs to La Pas (pronounc- 
ed La Pah) but it is planned to ex- 
tend it through the Mnskeg- country 
to Fort Nel«on, or Nelson House, the 
Hudson Bay company's trading post 
on th& bay. Mjskeg, by the way, la 
floating bogr or matted grass, trees 
roots with water underneath. 


A lumber company .tried in this 


vicinity 
to 
flood 
some 
Muskeg 


countrv by damming a river, hoping 
therebv to secure a passage for lum- 
ber cner the ice In the winter. 
As 


the water rose, the Muskeg rose with 
It. 
until 
eight 
feet 
had 
been 


added to the elevation of the terri- 
tory 
The lumber company had to 


gne up In despair.

HOT DAYS, COOL NIGHTS 


B'g R£ver is latitude 54 degrees 


anl longitude 109 
It is, therefore 


about-1,000 miles north of Decatur 
and 900 miles south of the Arctic 
circle. So you see, we're not so very 
far north. 


The dajs were hot through out 


the trip and have continued hot but 
the nights have been delightful 
The 


thermometer goes up to 80 and 85 da- 
ereeg and down to 60 degrees. On the 
TV hole, the weather has been bright 
and clear. tno~ugh there's been some 
rain In the last two or three days, 


We passed through some wonder- 


fully fertile 
country on our way. 


Some of the wheat showed enormous 


yields but 
other fields were poor. 


Oats were fair and in some places, 
heavy. We saw thousands of ducks, 
partridges and prairie chickens. 


PRINCE ALBERT 


Because the train to Big River runs 


only three times a week, we spent 
twenty-four hours in Prince Albert, 
a city from 6 000 to 8 000. It was a 
boom city In 1910 and Its population 
then was 15 000 
A barrel of money 


was dropped there In the slump of 
1912 and 1913 Our guide, Bill Maho- 
ney of whom more anon went busted 
In 1912 
He was running a news- 


paper then. 


Prince Albert has extremely elab- 


orate buildings, all the big Canadian 
banks having branches there 
I had 


a letter to the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce 
whose 
manager, 
Mr 


Reynolds turned out to be a very 
pleasant 
gentleman 
We 
swapped 


our American money there for Cana- 
dian currency, makine $1212 per $100 
on the exchange. Of course we will 
lose It when we go out. Not only 
Mr Reynolds but everybody else we 
approached were extremely hospi- 
table and 
courteous to us. 
Julius 


Woodward, secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce dropped his work to 
help us out, secure our maps and so 
on and Mr McDonald, the inspector 
of fisheries gave advice and help In 
many wavg 
These, Canadians are 


fine folks. 


FIND GUIDE. 


At Big River we found our guide 


Bill Mahoney, waiting for us. 
The 


day before our arrival, he had pad- 
dled 85 miles up Crooked Lake to get 
our cook, Vance Conklln, the round 
trip being 70 miles, which he made 
in one dav. 
Bill is a great fellow— 


guide, philosopher and friend—silent 
till started on his vast store of knowl- 
edge about lake and bush and gama 
and fish. 
He Is decidedly literate. 


Just what his schooling was he hasn't 
told me, but he was brought up In 
eastern Canada, taught school and 
then ran three newspapers in West- 
ern Canada 
Being a poor collector. 


he found what newspaper men have 
all learned to their sorrow, that 
many are willing to accept newspa- 
per favors and relatively few willing 
to pay for them 


In the boom days In Prince Albert, 


he was always asked to take visiting 
capitalists out hunting and fishing, 
which he always did at his own ex- 
pense 
So when he went broke, he 


moved up to Big River and began to 
hunt and trap profesilonally. 
Ho 


shot "meat" 
for the Ladder Lake 


Lumber company for a season or two, 
sometimes making as much as $300 a 
week and doing none of the work of 
handling the game 
Up here a dead- 


shot Is a king among men, and Bill Is 
universally admired. 


HAVE THREE BOATS 


Bill had already sent two canoes 


out to Strong Lake along with the 
cook and the camp utensils. 
We 


bought a nineteen foot freighter in 
Big River for $150 and sent it out 
to complete the outfit. 
We have a 


14 foot canoe, suitable for two men, 
an 18 foot cruiser, which can hold 
three men and 600 or 800 pounds of 
freight, and the freighter which can 
rold three men and 
1000 or 1,200 


pounds of freight. 


A cruiser, I might explain, Is a 


light canoe and a freighter is heavier. 
The difference Is about that between 
a driving horse, If there is such an 
animal any more, and a draft horse. 
The freighter and the cruiser can 
both be equipped for sailing and we 
have a sail for use in favorable wea- 
ther. 


TAKE ROUGH RIDE 


E. C Brownfield, 
the Big River 


merchant who sold us most of our 


supplies, drove us out to the foot of 
Stony Lake Thursday mornlna; over 
the trail. 
He has an Overland ear 


that seems to mind no obstacles. We 
climbed stumps four or flva inches 
high and carried on through depres- 
sions that would have broken moat 
springs. We made the seven miles in 
about 10 minutes. 


De Laronda Lake, or Stony lake as 


it Is known locally, la a beautiful 
body of water about 35 miles long and 
from a mile to 10 miles in width, The 
water Is 300 feet deep in places. What 
surprised 
na right away was Its 


warmth, It Is as mild as the Sangi- 
mon river on a hot day. The rea- 
son Is the long hours of sunlight np 
here. 
Cold water does not occur for 


50 or 60 miles north of here, where 
.11 waters drain to the north. 
The 


whole country is full of lakes and 
swamps, some large and some small, 
and of varying shapes. Cowan Lakfl, 
or Crooked Lake, paralleling Stony 


ko, is muddy 
Stony Lake Is 


clear enough so we can see the bot- 
tom under twelve feet of water. 


Dore Lake, a large round lake to 


the north, is clearer still, and Lake 
La Plonge 
a large lake seventeen 


miles north of Dore, Is crystal Lake 
La Plon»e is the nearest lake with 
salmon trout—we know them at home 
at lake trout—in It. 
The gang Is 


planning: a trip to Lake La Plonge 
late in the month, when the trout will 
be biting;. 
I can't go along because 


my time Is limited 


• CATCH FIRST FISH. 


Since we were all soft and also be- 


cause we had a good deal of plunder, 
we decided to accept a tow to the 
north end of the lake from the power 
boat of the Consolidated Fisheries 
company rather than paddle the dls-1 


tance ourselves. 
While we waltel 


for the boat to get ready. Redmon 
and I and Ewing and Morris went 
out fishing. 
In a few minutes, we 


had wall-eyed pike and aome young 
pickerel for dinner 
Our cook fixed 


up a camp fire on the shore and In a 
few minutes had an ample and dell- 
clous meal ready for us. 


It is the habit of city woodsman, I 


know, to sneer at those who go out 
Into the bush with supplies and a 
cook. 
Redmon, v,ho Is a real woods- 


man, the bast in the party, by all 
odds was himself inclined to sneer 
till Bill Mahoney quietly told 
the 


story of some chap who came out 
Into the bush to see him while he wan 
trapping a winter or two ago. Bill 
had had to carry all his supplies with 
him 
The visitor was told In Bis: 


River that he ought to take his own 
victuals. He scorned the suggestion. 


"Give me a grur.' he said, "and an 


axe and a little tea and a pinch of 
salt and I'll live high." 


"And the darned cuss." Bill added 


"came Into the bush and ate up all 
my supplies and had to be waited on 
hand and foot" 


PLENTY MOSQUITOES. 


We set out from the south end of 


the lake about 4-30 p. m. By the time 
we reached the "fishing camp, with 
stop on the way for supper, Redmon 
and I again catching fish, it waa 
nearly 10 and we concluded to sleet) 
on the boat all night. So we stretched 
out on the cabin roof, with our bed 
rolls under us, and went to sleep, 
was unconscious until 4 a. m , when a 
million devils In the shape of mos- 
quitoes attacked me, I rose up. made 
a few Ineffectual pastes at the pests 
and snuggled down Into my blanket 
again for a wink or two. 
Just then 


the boat began ta shake, and con- 
tinued to shake Intermittently. 


Ewing, lying beside me was tlcklal 


through and through at my efforts to 
escape the mosquitoes He had a pat- 
ent arrangement of netting over his 
face and he was doing pretty well 
His chuckling gave Morris an excuse 
to sit up and to say that the night 
was the worst he had ever spent. And 
that ended our sleep. 
Tha 
power 


boat towed us acrom the bay two and 
a half miles to our camping ground, 
and Immediately after breakfast, we 
set op our camp.

JfWING GETS MOOSE 


We made camp Friday morning. 


Saturday evening Ewing: shot a coyote 
and a yearling cow moose. It wa*s 
late In the evening and he had to 
shaot 210 or SOO yards When he made 
tba hit, tke moose got into the bnsh 
aad away. The next morning we all 
weat op to trail 
her 
fUdmon 


faiad ker, still alive and shot her 
Birme* 
the 
head from 
3D or 40 


yards, Slaoe then wa have had fried 
moose, roast moose and stewed moose 
The meat is muck like beef, but drier 
aad with a wild flavor. It Is bet- 
ter tkan venison, when it Is tender, 
»ut not so good as caribou, accord- 
ing to Mahoney

meat that 
yesterday 
imd today, I 


have been off my feet and under the 
weather. Yearling moose, by the way, 
is much better than old moose. The 
old animals are as tough as "shoe 
leather." 
| 


DUCKS ABUNDANT 


Ducks are abundant here but wary 


and hard to shoot. The young ducks 
are just short of ability to fly yet. 
Mallards and Spoonbills predominate, 
but there 
are other 
varieties too. 


Spruce hens or "fool hens", as they 
are called locally, because they stup- 
idly sit In spruce trees and let them- 
selves be shot, are abundant. So are 
partridges 
We have so far seen no 


prairie chickens. They frequent the 
grain country, and there is no grain 
here. 


Yesterday Redmon 
shot a grebe, 


which is a diving bird with fish as 
its principle 
diet 
Bill 
Mahoney 


skinned the breast and set it out in 
the smudge smoke to cure. One of 
the Misses 
Redmon will doubtless 


wear it on her fall hat later on 


TIRED OF FISHING 


Fish are so plentiful that one gets 


tired of fishing. 
The only kind we 


fish for are 
wall-eyed pilte. called 


pickerel here 
What we call pickerel, 


the natives call 
pike or jack f'sh. 


The i all-eyed is a fighter and dell- 
clous eating. 
The 
jack fish Is a 


ellmy reptile but capable of putting 
up a good fight 
We hate to catch 


lack fish because they swallow the 
bait 
and 
become so 
thoroughly 


hooked that thev are bad to disen- 
tangle 
The wall-eye, on the othor 


hand, has a. small tender month, and 
Must be played with reasonable skill 


Mr Redmon caught nine wall-eyes, 


weighing about 
18 pounds all to- 


gether, In half an hour last nlglit A 
night or two ago he caught three 
wall-eyes for breakfast, including one 
of the largest landed yet. When we 
reached the camp, he was dressing 
and skinning them 


"What did they •neigh?" we asked 


him. 


"Oh," he replied disgustedly, "Ew- 


Ing's scales made them 
weigh 
7 


pounds. Then I weighed them sep- 
arately, and they weighed a pound 
a piece," 


WHITE FISH 


From the fishing camp 
we get 


white fish. We can't catch them our- 
selves because they won't take bait, 
and we haven't the right kind of 
net for them. The white fish are 
shipped to the states from hers and 
sold as Lake Superior white fish. 


As I look out of the dining tent, I 


see all the following smoking in the 
smudge: moo'se meat, whits fish, wall 
eyes, coyote skin, grebe breast and 
bits of moose skin. And on the 
ground beside, waiting to be dressefl, 
I see ducks, spruce hens, and par- 
tridges. 
Tsn't it a hard life? 


FRONTIER COUNTRY 


This is frontier country, one of the 


few frontiers in this continent. It 
will remain frontier for a long while, 
because it is so marshy. Fishermen, 
trappers, and loggers will be the 
only Inhabitants for a good while. 
The timber Is small, however, spruce 
logs 18 Inches thick at the top are. 
rare. The trees are black and white 
spruce, poplar and some birch. 


By the way, Ewing, Mahoney, and 


I paddled ten miles to the north end 
of the lake a couple of days ago, to 
meet a chap named Pace at the south 
end of the portage to Dore Lake. 
Pace owns a store and trading post 
on Dore Lake and has a couple of 
teams to carry outfits over the por- 
tage, which Is eight miles long. On ' 
the way, we found an old Indian camp 
where a buck had been making 
a 


birch bark canoe, and the remains 
of an Indian turkish bath. 


A wicker work frame Is built over 


a small pit. The squaw heats stones 
In a fire a few feet away and drops 
them into the pit. The frame is 
covered with hides or blankets. The 
Indian provides himself with a bunch 
of grass for a sprinkler, crawls Into 
the bath and sprinkles water on the 
hot stones. Result, a dense steam. If 
the patient is very sick, a medicine 


man crawls in with >iim and P**t 
powi to beat the band. From tfeaj 
steam room, the patient jump* IBtt) 
the lake for a cold plunge. Than 
wrapped in a blanket, 
ha cavorts 


around with the medicine man shsjttt- 
Ing how well ha feels. 


GOOD FOR NERVES 


Td recommend a trip like this for 


anyone with frayed nerves. Tha cum 
mer climate Is delightful. In winter, 
the thermometer drops to 40, 60 or 00 
below, but there Is no wind and the 
cold is tolerable. 


"No one ever freezes to death here" 


says Mahoney In proving that the 
winters are not so bad. The air Is so 
dry that the cold Isn't cold and the 
rain Isn't wet-very. We sleep out 
doors, rain or shine. 


I didn't set out to write a volume, 


but I do want to speak a word of 
praise of the people of these parts. 
They are friendly, hospitable, hon- 
est and virile. Strangers are recelv- 
ed with open hands. "Sit down and 
eat" Is the 
commonest 
invitation. 


Moreover, word of the presence of 
strangers spreads all over the coun- 
try. 
Everybody knows we're 
here 


and what our plan's are. The French 
Mission at the North end of Lake La- 
Plonge doubtless already knows that 
we are planning a trip there, and it 
Is 150 miles away. The 
grapevine 


telegraph works to perfection here. 


The cost of a trip like this Is very 


mode'Ate, considering- what one gets 
for his money. Guides get from $1 
to $10 a day and good cooks t!26 a 
month 
Provisions are as cheap as In 


the States, plus freight.

The Illinois highway departmen 


started with the assumption that e 
brick or concrete road is the only 
road worth building.

set every thing.

pended. 


ONE MARKING SYSTEM. 


Wisconsin began by taking ove 


5,000 miles of road as it was and 
marking and Improving It as stati 
trunk line highways. The patrol sys 
tem of maintenance was adopted. No 
marked trails are necessary in tha 
state to help the tourist find his way 
about. 
The plan of marking by the 


state does it all. 
A standard markei 


was adopted showing the number o 
the trunk highway and this aided by 
a map Is better than a chart and com- 
pass to a mariner. 


The plan of Improving and main- 


taining these highways is really the 
vital thing. 
This plan did not con- 


sider the immediate paving of them 
It merely undertook to make them 
better roads than theytfwere when the 
state took them over. 
If a roa.d was 


an earth road It was Improved by 
draining, grading and dragging ac- 
cording to state specifications. If it 
was a badly worn macadam or grave] 
road it was resurfaced. 
The plan is 


indicated In the following quotation 
from the report of the highway com- 
mission: 


IMMEDIATE ACTION. 


"The commission does not contem 


plate the promiscuous regradlng of 
all roads on the system Immediately. 
Those that can .be maintained reason- 
ably well by ordinary patrol 
and 


maintenance methods must wait a 
year or more until funds are avail- 
able. 
Sections ot the road that lack 


drainage, cuts and fills th'at are nar- 
row, turns that are dangerous and 
surfaced roads that lack shoulders 
must receive immediate attention In

THE PATROL SYSTEM. 


The patrol system of' malntenanc' 


has worked much of the magic 01 
Wisconsin roads. 
The patrol system 


is merely the application of the rail- 
road section system of maintenanc! 
to the public highway. 
The patro 


system Is outlined in the state regu 
lations partly as follows: 


The system lying in each county Is 


divided into patrol sections averag- 
ing as nearly as possible eight miles 
In length. 


A patrolman Is engaged for each 


section and he devotes all his time to 
the maintenance of that sectloft dur- 
ing the road working season which 
is about seven months In northern 
counties and 
eight 
months In the 


south. 


The patrolman Is to furnish a sat- 


isfactory team and wagon, the county 
furnishing a light blade grader, road 
planer, slip scraper and other neces- 
sary tools. 


The patrolman is responsible for 


the maintenance of his lection and 
where help Is necessary for the main- 
tenance of any particular portion ol 
it It Is furnished by the county, but 
the work Is done under the direct 
supervision of the patrolman. 
The 


basslc Idea Is to place responsibility 
on one man only, the patrolman. 


SPECIFICATIONS. 


The specifications laid down for a 


patrolman in that state are Interest 
ing and are in part as follows: 


He must be honest, ienslble, ev«n 


tempered, healthy, a. good worker and 
willing to learn. 


He must have brains and demon- 


strate to the traveling public that h« 
knows how to use them. 


He must execute a bond to the 


county for the faithful performance 
of his duty and to Insure the care 
of the machinery In his charge. 


He must give his entire time to the 


work during the maintenance season 
and work ten hours a day. 


He must properly grade and drain 


the road surface, keep the grass cut 
back from the shoulders, maintain a 
proper 
crown and keep the surface 


smooth and even by the light grader 
or planer. 


He must provide additional drain- 


age when necessary, away from the 
road ditches and keep all culverts 
!ree and open. 


He must add new material to the 


surface when necessary. 


CUT GRASS AND WEEDS. 


He must cut all grass and we«d» 


between ditches and around culvert 
end walls, mile posts and ilgns. 


He must remove trees, brush and 
reeds from the roadside and at dan- 
erous turns. 
He must protect side banks and fills 


by sowing grass seed or sodding. 


He must construct and repair guard 


'ence, rip-rap ditches and the to* of 
Ills with cobble stones where they 
are Inclined to wash. 


He must maintain all signs and 


markers; maintain 
detours around 


construction work and keep all de- 
our signs in place.
